Kixe’s Tueatre—The bright star which has so long held undivided 
empire over the world of fashion, is again shining in our hemisphere, 
and, as before, its brilliancy is uneclipsed and undisputed. Pasta, the 
peerless Pasta, made her first appearance for the season at this thea- 
tre on Saturday night.—There was an immense assemblage of the 
fashionable world congregated to greet their favourite on her return.— 
The Opera selected was Yancredi.—Madame Pasta, as the hero, 
has so often delighted the public that we can say nothing now in her 
praise ; she was, on Saturday evening, in the finest voice; her ‘ Di 
tanti palpiti,’ was rapturously encored. Madame Pasta looks ex- 
tremely well, and was evidently gratified at the warmth of her recep- 
tion. We never recollect to have heard Madame Caradori to more 
advantage than in the character of Amenaide :—with the feeling that 
she is now high in public favor, Madame Caradori has acquired a 
fuller confidence in her powers, and, consequently, sings with more 
perfect ease and self-possession ; her efforts were much applauded, as 
were Curioni’s, who, as well as Madame Caradori, was occasionally 
a little imperfect ; yet, on the whole, the Opera was beautifully given. 
The orchestra and chorusses are superior to last season. At the con- 
clusion, the desire of the audience to acknowledge Madame Pasta’s 
transeendant talents was loudly expressed, and she appeared, Jed on 
by Curioni and Madame Caradori, to receive the plaudits of the house, 
which she acknowledged by the most graceful obeisances. 


A sister to Mrs. Thomas Moore, the poet’s wife, whom we megtioned 
some time ago as being in London, from America, has been asked to 
perform at Drury Lane. She has been eminent in America; but she 
has declined trusting to her American reputation, and modestly pre- 
fers trying her power in the country, before she ventures in London. 
She is to appear soon at Brighton ; and is determined not to risk the 
ordeal of metropolitan critiscism, until the best judges may have an 
opportunity of apprising her whether the experiment would or woula 
not appear presumptous. There is great good sense and delicacy in 
this caution; and we shall look with some interest to the Brighton 
opinions upon what may be expected from her. !
